Bleeding Officer Rescues 
Unconscious Woman 
From Wreckage. 


Maj. Gen, Eli A. Helmick, inspector 
general of the Army, and Mrs. Helmick 
were injured yesterday afternoon when 
their automobile, forced from the road 
near Woodbridge, Va., struck a culvert 
and overturned. 

Gen. and Mrs. Helmick, after being 
treated at the scene of the accident by 
medical authorities of Fort Humphreys, 
were brought to Washington and are 
now at Walter Reed Hospital. 

Gen. Helmick has a probable frac- 
ture of a rib and is severely cut on 
the hands and face. Mrs. Helmick, who 
was picked up unconscious after the 
accident, received a bad blow on the 
head. She is cut-on the face. 

Car Forced Off Road. 

The accident occurred on the Fred- 
ericksburg pike about two miles below 
Woodbridge, the railroad station for 
Occoquan, at about 2 o’clock. The gen- 
eral and his wife were bound South for 
Atlanta, the general being on a month’s 
leave. 

Mrs. Helmick was driving, and while 
she was attempting to pass a heavy 
truck, the truck swerved. In an effort 
to avoid a collision, Mrs. Helmick point- 
ed the car off the road. The car struck 
a culvert and overturned. 

Gen. Helmick is understood to have 
been thrown clear of the wreckage, but 
Mrs. Helmick was pinned under the 
driver’s wheel. 

Severely cut and bleeding, Gen. Hel- 
mick immediately went to the aid of 
his wife and found her unconscious. He 
succeeded in freeing her, and immedi- 
ately -summoned -medical -assistance 
from Fort Humphreys, 

Taken to Hospital. 

The fort ambulance was dispatched 
to the scene and medical officers gave 
the injured couple first aid. They then 
took them on to Walter Reed Hospital. 

Since Gen. Helmick was appointed 
inspector general in 1921, they have re- 
sided in Washington, having a home at 
3506 Garfield street northwest. *The 
couple is prominent in civilian and 
military society. 

Gen. Helmick has taken an active 
interest in civic affairs in the Capital, 
and has been prominently identified 
with the organized citizenship move- 
ment. He is 64 years old, and was born 
in Indiana. He was graduated from 
West Point in 1888. The general served 
in the Philippines and in Cuba, and 
during the World War was in command 
of the service of supplies in Brest, 
France. For his work he received the 
Distinguished Service Medal and was 
made an officer of the Legion of Honor 
by France.

ELBERT GARY. HEAD Whirled About by Storm,

OF HEAT ATTACK

LITTLE BY THE NEWS 


Funeral Will Be Held at 
Wheaton, Ill., Boyhood 
Home of Magnate. 


New York, Aug. .15 (A.P.).—Elbert 
H. Gary, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration—and as such the virtual head 
of the American Steel industry and a 
figure of the greatest importance in 
the American economic scene—died in 
his Fifth avenue home at 3:40 o’clock 
this morning. He was approaching his 
eighty-first birthday. 

He had been in ill health for six 
weeks, but the seriousness of his con- 
dition had reached the public’s ears 
only in vague rumors and so his death 
caught the country by surprise. 

Yet the stock market, of which 
United States Steel is one of the most 
influential leaders, and has been for 
many years, reacted to the news only 
slightly. The announcement of his 
death was not made public until a few 
minutes before 11 o’clock. 

The market had opened with Steel 
at 13114. Somehow, the word had cir- 
culated through the street that Mr. 
Gary had died-in the night. There was 
no confirmation. The price of Steel 
edged downward 1% points. Then this 
brief announcement was made by the 
steel corporation: 

“Elbert H. Gary died at 3:40 a. m. 
from chronic myocarditis.” 

Chronic myocarditis is an inflamma- 
tion of the muscular part of the wall of 
the heart. 

The market slumped briefly, but Steel, 
long a leader on the board, soon rose 
slightly above its opening price. 

At the last quarterly meeting of the 
Steel Corporation directorate, July 25, 
Mr. Gary was absent. It was announced 
then that he had suffered “a slight at- 
tack of nervous indigestion.” 

At the Gary home today little in- 
formation was gleaned by reporters who 
went there. A reporter ‘for the Associ- 
ated Press was told by servants there 
that they had been instructed not to 
say anything but that “it happened 
about 4 o'clock.” Then at length a 
brief announcement of death was made 
by F. A. Site, Mr. Gary’s secretary.

TWENTY-FOUR ARE HURT 


Six Injured Seriously When 
Car’s Brakes Fail on Steep 
Mountain Grade. 


Hagerstown, Aug. 15.—Twenty-three 
men, passengers in a motor bus bound 
for Brunswick, and the driver, were 
injured at Weverton today when the 
brakes failed and it plunged down a 
| steep mountain grade upon the tracks 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 

About half of those hurt were taken 
to the Frederick City Hospital: others 
were hurried to the“Washington County 
Hospital and some were brought to 
Hagerstown. Physicians said that six 
of the passengers were critically in- 
jJured. The bus was demolished in the 
crash, 

Samuel Snyder, of Keedysville, pri- 
vately operates the bus through the 
southern section of Washington County 
every day, picking up employes of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad yards at 
Brunswick, who live in that commun- 
ity. He had his vehicle filled when 
it started down a grade near Weverton 
today, about 4 miles from Brunswick. 

The regular brakes of the bus failed 
to work when Snyder applied them. He 
pulled the emergency, but that also 
failed to check the machine. It rolled 
down the hill, gathering speed as it 
neared the base. 

Here the road makes a sharp curve. 
So fast was the bus traveling when it 
reached the curve that Snyder was un- 
able to swing it around. It left the 
road and plunged over a bank to tracks 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 

The crash shattered the machine 
completely. One or two of the 24 occu- 
pants escaped with minor bruises. They, 
with other motorists who came to their 
aid, picked the other passengers out of 
the splintered, tangled wreckage.

Noted Economist Stresses 
Youthfulness of the 
Nation’s “Fathers.” 


‘charlottesville, Va., Aug. 15 (A.P.).— 
*"Mespite the mourning for departed 
States ‘rights’ which arises in some 
Quarters whenever the eighteenth 
amendment is mentioned, in my jJudg- 
Mient, anything has a place in the Con- 
stitution which the people, represented 
im their legislatures, choose to put 
there,” said Ralph R. Lounsbury, New 
York economist, in addressing the In- 
@titute of Public Affairs here tonight 
on “Real and Imagined Dangers to the 
Constitution.” 

Mr. Lounsbury expressed the belief 
that to question the people’s right in 
this particular is to question popular 
government itself. 

“One may dispute the wisdom of 
gome proposed amendment, and I do 
dispute the wisdom of cluttering up the 
Constitution with provisions neither 
fundamental nor of national concern. 
But I am constrained to the admission 
that questions of policy have nothing 
to do with quesiions of right, and that, 
if constitutional means are followed 
and constitutional ends are sought, the 
will of those in whom the sovereign 
power resides should be controlling and 
should be obeyed. Moreover, when, in 
the judgment of this sovereign power, 
the subject is of national concern, I 
believe it belongs in the Constitution, 
for I know of nowhere else to put it,” 
gaid Mr. Lounsbury. 

“If the Constitution was a fit reposi- 
tory for the thirteenth amendment, 
why is it not fit for the eighteenth? 
Both evils were so national that legis- 
lation by the States was an utterly 
hopeless cure.” 


Framers “Surprisingly Youthful.” 


In another address earlier in the day 
on “The Makers and Making of the 
Constitution,’ Mr. Lounsbury told the 
institute that the constitutional con- 
vention of 1787, “stands unsurpassed by 
any assemblage that ever wrought upon 
the political destinies of a people,” in 
the quality of its members and the ex- 
tent. of their achievement. 

Reviewing the history of that epoch- 
making group of men, he characterized 
them as “surprisingly youthful,” de- 
Spite the fact that they have become 
heirs to the title, “Fathers of Our Con- 
stitution.” Of the 55 delegates to the 
convention a large number, he said, 
were in their thirties with “perhaps 
mot more than a dozen over 650.” 
Twenty-nine of them were college and 
university men. In his opinion, James 
Madison was the profoundest student 
in the convention, and had more to do 
with structually shaping the Constitu- 
tion than anyone else. 

Of its 55 members, Mr. Lounsbury 
said that 53 participated in the de- 
bates that ‘occurred not infreqeuntly 
during the approximate four months of 
the session. Gouveneur Morris is cred- 
ited with having spoken 173 times, 
While James Wilson, and Madison con- 
tributed 168 and 161, respectively, to 
win second and third places in gaining 
the floor. Several others went well be- 
yond the century mark in speechmak- 
ing. If the proceedings had been fully 
\reported, the speaker estimated that 
they would comprise upward of 50 
volumes. 

Referring to their work, he believed 
that none of them could have foreseen 
the miraculous evolution of the great 
républic to which they were giving form 
and substance through a document 
that “reveals itself more and more as 
@® marvel of human ingenuity.” 

“Perhaps the crowning glory of all 
the work of 1787 was the creation of 
the Federal judiciary, for without it the 
Constitution could hardly have worked 
at all,” Mr. Lounsbury said, “and 
doubtless would have gone in time the 
Way of the articles of confederation.” 


Fears Misgovernment by Cities. 


“Unless the cities learn to govern 
themselves they will certainly misgov- 
ern the States and the Nation,” Prof. 
A. H. Hatton, of Western Reserve Uni- 
versity. said today in opening a round 
table discussion of State and county 
government. 

“I am not sure that ‘a free city’ in 
a free State assures the future of dem- 
ocracy, but I am sure that if it does not, 
nothing else will,” he said. “Practically 
every improved political device now be- 
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» inerease, far from conferring any bene-

Joseph I. McLaughlin, prison physician, 
took a hand. 

“I told Sacco,” Dr. McLaughlin said, 
in describing the scene, “that the time 
for forcible feeding had arrived. I said 
to him, ‘Do you realize that I am 
stronger than you are?’ He said, ‘All 
right, doctor, if you say so, there is 
nothing else for me to do but eat.’” 

To this. Attorney Musmanno added: 

“Dr. McLaughlin, upon reaching 
Sacco, announced that he had brought 
the instruments for the forcible feed- 
ing and took hold of Sacco by the nose. 
After further talk, in which we all 
urged Sacco to accept nourishment, he 
finally agreed to break his hunger 
strike. 

““T hope this will not interfere with 
the success of the case,’ Sacco said, or 
words to that effect, and started to sip 
the beef tea. It was too hot, however, 
and we had to wait until it cooled. 
While waiting he turned to his wife and 
said, ‘Well, Rose, I hope this will sat- 
isfy you now.’ To him Mrs. Sacco re- 
plied, ‘You know I have been asking 
you to eat right along.’” 

In addition to another draught of 
beef tea at the supper hour tonight, 
Sacco consumed a bowl of crackers and 
milk. Dr. McLaughlin said that the 
prisoner’s condition continued satisfac- 
tory.

A re- 
port, which reached Berlin from Pul- 
ham, England, to the effect that a 
Strange plane had been seen flying 
southeastward, was discredited here, | 
especially as a joint bulletin issued by 
the North German Lloyd and Junkers 
works appeared to minimize rumors in- 
dicating that the Bremen had given up 
the flight. 


High Hopes Dashed. 


‘German hopes then got a fresh im- 
petus when a radio message from the 
steamship Columbus at sea said that a 
blue sky and calm weather were pre- 
vailing in the west Atlantic. It was 
not until some time after 4 o’clock that 
it was learned that the Bremen had 
quietly slipped into her home port. 

While the flight of the Europa was 
brief and inglorious so far as its termi- 
nation was concerned, aviation experts 
were inclined to view the performance 
of Loose and Koehl in guiding the 
Bremen through the storm-tossed night 
as a superb exhibition of airmanship. 
Unstinted praise was given to them 
for having preferred prudence to valor

took a more southerly course than the 
Europa, leaving the German area off 
Norderney and heading straight across 
the North Sea for Newcastle. 

Off the English coast it became ap- 
parent, Koehl said, that the plane 
luckily had managed to slip between 
two violent thunder storms, although 
a heavy gale was still blowing, caus- 
ing the cabin and .plane wings to rattle, 
while the speed of the ship diminished 
from minute to minute. 

Plowing their way through a. black, 
dense fog, the two German pilots of 
the Bremen now changed their course 
southward, heading for Liverpool and 
Birkenhead, a change of course by 
which they were lost for several hours. 
Off Birkenhead “illuminated like fairy- 
land,” Koehl put it, the Bremen finally 
gained the Irish sea, flying south of 
the Isle of Man in the direction of 
Dublin. 

But in Ireland the plane hit the 
same turbulent weather besides a thick 
fog obscuring all visibility. Hugging 
the shore, Koehl now attempted flying 
south-southwest, to gain the Atlantic 
off the southern coast of Ireland, some- 
times going as low as 15 to 30 feet from 
the ground. The gale that was blowing 
made this attempt futile, whereupon 
Koehl tried to negotiate St. George’s 
channel northward with a view possibly 
to circumnavigate northern Ireland in 
order to reach the Atlantic. This at- 
tempt also failing on account of fog, 
the pilots now decided to put about 
and return to Germany. 


New Motor for Europa. 


The pilot plane D-1073, which ac- 
companied the Europa and Bremen on 
part of the journey Sunday night, land- 
ed at Dessau from Bremen tonight, 
bringing American newspaper men, 
Hubert R. Knickerbocker, of the New 
York American, who had been aboard 
the Europa as a passenger, and Mrs. 
Knickerbocker. The plane also carried 
the Europa’s motor, trouble with which 
partly had caused the return of that 
plane. The motor will be dismounted 
and completely overhauled here, pre- 
paratory to sending it back to Bremen 
where it will be remounted on the 
Europa in order to enable that plane 
to fly back to Dessau. 

Plans for starting another transocean 
flight will be discussed_ tomorrow ‘be- 
tween officfals of the Junkers works, 
the North German Lloyd and the Dorm- 
stadter National Bank. The four pilots 
will be present at this meeting. All 
four of them tonight expressed eager- 
ness to resume their attempt at the 
earliest Opportunity, barring impossible

Washington’s traffic signal system 
was given unqualified approval by Di- 
rector of Traffic William H. Harland 
in his annual report, submitted to the 
commissioners yesterday. He said that 
it should be extended and that $272,- 
406 is available for that purpose from 
fees for renewal of automobile drivers’ 
permits. 

He expressed the fear that purchase 
of necessary equipment and awarding 
of contracts for installation may not 
be completed by December 31 when 
what remains of that money will not 
longer be available and asks that the 
commissioners seek legislation from 
Congress leaving the permit renewal 
fees untouched until they can be spent 
for lights. 

Accidents have been reduced steadily 
since 1925, he said. There were 5,911 
of these in the fiscal year ended June 
30, with 78 fatalities, as compared with 
8,049 and 82 deaths in 1926 and 9,378 
accidents, 86 of them fatal, in 1925. 

Peak hours of accidents correspond 
to afternoon peaks of traffic conges- 
tion, between 4 and 7 p. m. A ma- 
jority of accidents occur on clear days 
and dry road surfaces, only one-third 
occurring at night and one-fifth on wet 
or slippery pavements. 

90,794 Renew Permits. 

There are approximately 108,000 
drivers’ permits outstanding in Wash- 
ington. Renewals numbered 90,794 
and new three-year permits totaled 
permits were revoked during the year, 
mits were revoked during the year, 
of which 319 were restored. Harland 
says he thinks that the increased 
power of revocation given him and 
his assistant, M. O. Eldridge, by Con- 
gress at the last session materially aided 
in reducing the number of accidents. 

There were 36,128 traffic arrests dur- 
ing the year, of which 7,205 were for 
parking violations and 2,914 were for 
violation of rules concerning( lights. 
Arrests for speeding numbered 5,049. 

Eighty signals were added to the Dis- 
trict’s installed equipment during the 
year, bringing the total to 158. The 
report says: 

“Results of traffic light installation 
continue to be marked by steady de- 
crease in number of accidents on the 
streets or intersections controlled by 
lights. No fatalities have occurred 
there and the number of accidents in 
the same places is less than in previous 
years, while the number of accidents 
is very much less on parallel streets 
where there are no traffic lights.” 

Harland recommends that a traffic 
survey be made annually for compari- 
son with the count made last year and 
also recommends enactment of'a cer- 
tificate of title law as a means to re- 
duce automobile thefts.

B. B. Boltwood Discoverer of 
lonium, Element in Radio- 


active Group. 


Hancock Point, Me., Aug. 15 (A.P:).— 
Prof. Bertram B. Boltwood, professor oi 
chemistry at Yale, committed suicide 
by shooting himself with an Army rifle 
some time during the night Sunday at 
the cottage of Prof. W. C. Hammond, 
of Mount Holyoke College, where he 
was passing the summer. 

The body was found today in a smal] 
room in the rear of the house by a 
maid. 

The cause of Prof. Boltwood’s act 
was a mystery to the members of the 
Hammond household, who said that 
except for a slight indication of de- 
spondency he appeared in good health 
He was 57 years old. Amherst, Mass. 
was his home before he went to New 
Haven to become a member of Yale 
faculty. 

Prof. Boltwood had an international 
reputation in the field of radioactivity, 
and was known as the discoverer of 
ionium, one of the elements in the 
radioactive group. He also was known 
for his work in designing the Ster- 
‘ling Laboratory of Chemistry at Yale 
University, erected recently. 


Alexandria Airplane

This guard 
is charged not only with safeguarding 
the barracks and the valuable equip- 
ment carried by the batteries, but also 
large quanities of gasoline, in store for 
use with the mobile equipment.

Plans at First Opposed by 
J. P. Morgan, Who Later 
Gave Aid. 


BECAME HARMONIZER 
IN GREAT INDUSTRY 


Policy Given Credit for Vic- 
tory in Strike and Anti- 
trust Suit. 


(Associated Press.) 


As head of the great United States 
Steel Corporation, Elbert H. Gary con- 
stantly was confronted with two prob- 
lems of the most vital importance to 
the two directly opposite groups of 
people concerned in them. One was 
the successful direction of the huge 
business organization with assets of 
nearly $2,000,000,000 and involving the 
investments of thousands of persons; 
the other, the human consideration of 
the more than 300,000 employes of the 
steel corporation and its subsidiary 
companies. That he was eminently 
successful in dealing with both prob- 
lems from the standpoint of employer 
and employe was proved by the tributes 
that were paid to him by the leading 
men of the industrial world who made 
up the steel corporation, and those 
who worked in the ranks of its various 
companies. 

During the years he was head-of the 
steel corporation Mr. Gary negotiated 
many important matters, but perhaps 
the one that gave the greatest measure 
of satisfaction to the country generally 
was the elimination of the twelve-hour 
day in the steel industry. Mr. Gary had 
been in favor of this move a long time 
and it was before the board of direc- 
tors many times. Finally, in the early 
part of 1923 a committee of the Iron 
and Steel Institute. made a survey of 
the whole question. Its report was to 
the effect that it was impossible to 
abolish the twelve-hour day because 
the change would require too many ad- 
ditional men (Mr. Gary estimated the 
number at 60,000) that there was a 
shortage of labor, and that to make the 
change would cripple the. prosperity of 
the country. 

When the report was made public the 
late President Harding manifested his 
keen disappointment in the failure of 
the committee to recommend the 
change. 

He wrote to Mr. Gary in June, 1923, 
and his appeal was sufficient to prompt 
Mr. Gary to call a meeting of the board 
of directors of the Iron and Stcel Insti- 
tute with the result that he wrote tc 
President Harding: 

“Undoubtedly there is strong sentl- 
ment throughout the country in favor 
of eliminating the 12-hour day, and this 
we do not underestimate. On account 
of this sentiment, and especially be- 
cause it is in accordance with your own 
expressed views, we are determined to 
exert every effort at our command to 
secure in the iron and steel industry of 
this country a total abolition of the 
12-hour day at the earliest time prac- 
ticable.” 

That time came within a few months 
and the 12-hour day, long a mooted 
question in the steel industry, was 
abolished.

executive officer of the United States 
Steel Corporation—he was chairman cf 
the executive committee and later of 
the board of directors and of the finance 
committee—may be said to have been 
due to an incident in the practice of 
law, for which he was educated. In 
1898 as general counsel for and a di- 
rector of the Illinois Steel Co., he was 
called upon to take charge of the or- 
ganization of the Federal Steel Co., a 
merger of the Illinois and cther com- 
panies. It was he who first suggested 
the amalgamation and it was here for 
the first time he was brought in touch 
with the late J. Pierpont Morgan. 
Gary’s business ability so impressed Mr. 
Morgan and his associates that they 
insisted upon Mr. Gary being made 
president of the Federal Steel Co. 


Saw Greater Field. 


As directing head of the Federal Steel 
Co., Mr. Gary saw the larger possibili- 
ties of the industry and had often ex- 
pressed his views to Mr. Morgan. The 
latter at first did not take to the idea 
advanced by Mr. Gary. . 

Gary wanted to have a steel company 
that could compete with Germany and 
Great Britain, which were dominating 
he international market. Mr. Morgan 
finally decided to give his backing to 
the formation of a giant steel merger 
along the lines Gary had proposed. 
With the organization of the United 
States Steel Corporation the business 
created by Andrew Carnegie was pur- 
chased in 1901 for $492,006,160, and in 
all ten large companies were taken into 
the merger with a combined capital of 
$867,550,394. It was the biggest under- 
taking in the industrial world and the 
financial world gasped when the cor- 
poration announced its plans for an 
authorized capital of $1,100,000,000 in 
stock and $304,000,000 in bonds. Charles 
M. Schwab became president and Mr. 
Gary chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, 

The great corporation under Mr. 
Gary’s direction grew apace until it 
became a dominant factor in the steel 
trade of the world with 36 foreign of- 
fices and 136 distributors in 44 foreign 
countries. Its ships sailed the seven 
seas. At a hearing before a congres- 
Sional committee in Washington Mr. 
Gary was quoted as saying that the as- 
sets of the corporation could not be 
duplicated for $2,200,000,000. 

Perhaps the one man to whom the 
growth of the corporation was no sur- 
prise was Gary. It was this foresight 
that impelled him to insist upon the 
policy that the corporation at all times 
conduct itself in such a manner that 
it could at any time show clean hands. 

This policy in later years enabled 
the corporation to emerge triumphant 
in two events—the Government’s suit 
for dissolution and the steel strike— 
defeat in either of which, the former at 
least, would have blasted the founda-

tion upon which the corporation was 
built. 

The Government’s suit, instituted in 
1912, resulted from a series of con- 
gressional investigations that began 
two or three years before.- It charged 


the corporation with bejng a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade. The Gov- 
ernment’s petition was denied by the 
United States District Court in 1915 
2nd an appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States the 
same year. It was not until March 1, 
1920, that the court of last resort final- 
ly acquitted the corporation of the 
Government’s charge. 

The steel strike had its inception in 
a resolution introduced by William Z. 
Foster at the annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor at St. 
Paul in 1918, providing for the organi- 
zation of the steel industry. After that 
convention Samuel Gompers sent a let- 
ter to Mr. Gary asking him to meet a 
committee to discuss questions af- 
fecting the welfare of the workers of 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
Mr. Gary did not answer. Threats of 
strike continued until the 1919 con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor, when September 22 of that year 
was fixed as the date for the walk out. 
The strike order went into effect and 
while the industry was hampered it was 
not entirely crippled. The strike was 
Oficcially called off in January, 1920. 

Mr. Gary was known as a harmonizer 
in the steel industry. When he became 
a leading figure in the work there was 
bitter warfare among competitors and 
between employers and employes, but 
he worked constantly to bring them 
closer together. A framed motto hung 
in his office: “It can be done.” 

Although the late George L. Perkins 
generally was given credit for perfect- 
ing the system of employes’ benefits 
and pensions and enabling them to 
share in the profits through stock sub- 
scriptions, Mr. Perkins. declared that 
the credit for this actually belonged 
to Mr. @ary. Approximately one-third 
of the 160,000 stockholders in the cor- 
poration are employes. 

While Mr. Gary was known as a foe 
to union labor, nevertheless, he always 
was interested in the welfare and 
human side of the corporation’s em- 


ployes. It was at his behest that the 


United States Steel Corporation 
adopted the pian of voluntary compen- 
sation to injured workmen long before 
such action was made compulsory by 
the laws, of many States. He also was 
largely responsible for the corporation’s 
extensive system of welfare work for 
the benefit of employes. In this work, 
which included among other things, 
playgrounds, schools, clubs, gardens 
and pensions, the corporation in the 
ten years between 1912 and 1922 ex- 
pended more than $108,000,000. 

Mr. Gary was known as the father 
of the industrial safety movement and 
the steel corporation was one of the 
first large industrial companies to in- 
augurate ‘safety first” campaigns 
among its employes, 


Of New England Stock. 
Elbert Henry Gary was born on his 
father’s farm. near Wheaton, Ill., and 
was descended from old New England 


stock on one side, his father, Erastus 
Gary, having sprung from the hardy 
Puritans who settled Massachusetts. 
His mother, Ablah Vallette Gary, was a 
descendant of one of the officers in 
the army of Lafayette and fought with 
him for the freedom of the American 
colonies. He was educated in the pub- 
lic schools, Wheaton College and the 
University of Chicago. 

He was admitted to the bar of IIli- 
nois in 1867, and to the bar of the 
United States Supreme Court in 1882. 
His home town early recognized his 
ability as a leader, and for three terms 
its citizens elected him president of 
the town of Wheaton. Then when the 
place became a city he was chosen as 
its first mayor and reelected for a sec- 
ond term. Mr. Gary also served two 
terms as county Judge of Dupage Coun- 
ty, Ill. It was from this office that he 
derived the title of judge and was fa- 
millarly called Judge Gary ever after 

Mr, Gary was a member of the 
United States section of the Interna- 
tional High Commission named to as- 
sist the allies during the war. He was 
responsible for the steel corporation’s 
attitude in helping to meet the needs 
of the allies in the emergency created 
by the war and was the recipient of 
honors from the American, French, 
Belgian and Italian governments. 

While Mr. Gary belonged to more 
than two score clubs and organizations. 
he was not a so-called club man. He 
took a great persona] intcrest in the 
American Iron and Steel Institute. 
composed of more than 90 per cent 
of the steel and iron manufacturers, 
and was its president throughout his 
life.

TAYLOR’S CHANCES SEEN 
BEST IN WALL STREET 


Definite Selection Unlikely 
Before the Return of 
J. P. Morgan. 


New York, Aug. 15 (A.P.).—Wall 
street’s interest in the death of Fibert 
H. Gary was divided between the unl- 
versal expression of regret at his pass- 
ing with their testimonials to his char- 
actr and ability and speculation as to 
the choice of his successor. In the 
stock market the news caused only a 
tipple of excitement, confirming the 
growing belief that the market now is 
too large and too broad to be affected, 
more than momentarily, by the destiny 
of any one man. 

Names of several men have been 
brought forward as possible successor 
to Mr. Gary as chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation since the ru- 
mors of his retirement first gained ex- 
tensive circulation two years ago, but 
the choice is believed to lie among four 
men—James A. Farrell, president of the 
Steel Corporation; Myron C. Taylor and 
former Gov. Nathan L. Miller, directors 
and members of the finance committee, 
and Pierre S. du Pont, chairman of the 
board of directors of the E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours Co., which recently in- 
vested $14,000,000 in the common stock 
of the Steel Corporation. 

In banking circles, Mr. Taylor and 
Mr. Miller are conceded the best 
chances, with the advantage probably 
in favor of the former because of his 
close association with the George F 
Baker interests which with the Mor- 
gans are the dominant factors in the 
affairs of the corporation. 

Discussion of a successor is likely 
to come up at the regular meeting of 
the finance committee tomorrow after- 
noon, but definite action probably will 
be ‘delayed until the return of J. P 
Morgan, who now is in Scotland on 
his annual grouse hunting trip, and 
is not expected back until October. 
Directors hold their next regular 
monthly meeting on Tuesday, August 
30. 

The members of the finance com- 
mittee, known as the “inner circle” of 
the steel corporation, are George F. 
Baker, James A. Farrell, William J. 
Filbert, Nathan L. Miller, J. P. Morgan, 
Percival Roberts, jr. and Myron C. 
Taylor. Elbert H. Gary was chairman 
of this committee as well as chairman 
of the board. In the past, all im- 
portant changes in policy originated 
within this committee, whose recom- 
mendations generally were adopted by 
the board of directors. 


On Board Since 1925. 


Myron C. Taylor was elected to the 
board of directors of the steel corpora- 
tion in September, 1925, a few months 
after Mr. Gary had gone South for a 
diet treatment in one of the hospitals 
of the corporation. Prior to his de- 
parture, Mr. Gary was reported to have 
taken up informally with Messrs. Morgan 
and Baker the question of his retire- 
ment, but was prevailed upon to con- 
tinue. Rumors of Mr. Gary’s resigna- 
tion have cropped up at intervals since 
that time, but as long as the Morgan- 
Baker interests were in control, it was 
generally believed that Mr. Gary would 
retain his position as long as he lived. 

Selection of either Farrell, Taylor or 
Miller, all of whom have served on the 
finance committee with Mr. Gary, and 
Messrs. Baker and Morgan, would as- 
sure no change in the policies of the

But to us within the 
steel corporation’s organization, who 
daily came in personal contact with 
Judge Gary and who saw his lovable, 
patient and helpful character, he was 
not only a friend and guide in our 
business endeavor, but also in our 
personal affairs.”

The former judge and steel chief- 
tain will be buried Thursday in the 
beautiful mausoleum on the highest 
point in Wheaton Cemetery.

Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, former 
commander in chief of the United 
States fleet, who with Hugh Gibson 
headed the American delegation to 
the arms conference, said that while 
the conference failed to achieve its ob- 
ject, the publicity which attended it 
opened America’s eyes to her require- 
ments at sea, both in the naval and 
merchant marine. 


Representative Martin B. Madden, of 
Chicago, chairman of the House appro- 
priations committee and of the sub- 
committee, said he favored an Ameri- 
can merhcant fleet as large as that of 
any other nation in order to move 
American produce and to _ protect 
American shipping against exorbitant 
freight rates set by foreign steamship 
companies. 


More Ships Are Seen. 


“It may mean that we are going to 
build more ships, after conducting this 
investigation,” he said, explaining that 
the committee had made a survey of 
foreign shipping competition in the 
ports of Havre, Bremen, Trieste and 
Hamburg, and that several members 
still were in Europe gathering addi- 
tional data. 

“After all is said and done,” said 
Rear Admiral Jones, “it must be rec- 
ognized that the United States is an 
island empire, and just as any other 
great centralized nation it must. de- 
pend for its prosperity upon sea com- 
munications.” He said he looked for 
@ conservative building up of the Navy, 
and the building of an adequate com- 
mercial fleet to support it. 

Speaking of the conference, he said 
the American delegates were happy in 
receiving the “Rock of Gibraltar sup- 
port from the Government back home.” 


British Partly Defended. 


He said all of the conferees parted 
in a friendly spirit. Of the stand of 
the British delegates he said: “I think 
there is a certain degree of justice in 
whaf they considered the necessity of 
protecting their ‘bread line’ but a dis- 
tinction should be drawn between the

hour later and soon afterward a beau- 
tiful bunch of lavender and white or- 
chids, with a trailing spray of smilax, 
was placed on the front door. 


Sees Evil Omen. 


Over the door, worked in the iron 
grillwork, is a figure of a peacock. An 
cld caretaker, who had. been at the 
house many years, shook his head as he 
regarded it. 


“One of the workmen who put it up,” 
he recalled, “said it would mean death 
to the masters of the house, and first 
Mr. Willard Straight, who built the 
house, died here two days after Armis- 
tice Day, and now Mr. Gary dies two 
weeks after coming to the house.” 

The residence at Fifth avenue and 
Ninety-fourth street was once the Wil- 
lard D. Straight mansion. The Gary 
home had been farther south on Fifth 
avenue and is now in the course of 
demolition. 

The only other announcement from 
the Gary home during the day was 
that concerning funeral plans. Mr. 
Gary’s body will be taken to Chicago on 
Wednesday and on Thursday will lie 
in the Gary Memorial Church at 
Wheaton, Ill., where Mr. Gary passed 
many years before com‘ng to New York. 

When Mr. Gary died two doctors and 
a nurse who have been in constant at- 
tendance were with him. Mrs. Gary, 
who has been the only person other 
than attendants who hei been~permit- 
ted to visit him since the relapse, was 
not in the room at the time. 


Many Messages Received. 


When news of Mr. Gary’s death was 
confirmed the four-story brick house 
which had lain peacefully quiet as it 
guarded its secret during the early 
hours, became a scene of the utmost 
activity. Messenger boys followed one 
another in an endless procession bear- 
ing telegrams of condolence and trib- 
ute, and friends of the family and bBusi- 
ness associates called to express their 
sympathy. 

In Wall street and the surrounding 
financial district associates, friends and 
acquaintances of Mrs. Gary all ex- 
pressed deep sorrow at his passing. Al- 
though his death had little effect on 
the market, it had much on the hearts 
of the men who trade there. 

Mr. Gary and his wife moved to the 
house in which he died when he 
turned over the famous Gary mansion 
farther down Fifth avenue to a trust 
company last December to establish a4 
trust fund for his wife, two daughters 
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and two grandchildren. The mansion 
now is being torn down to give way to 
a twelve-story cooperative apartment 
house in which it was understood the 
Garys were to have a special suite of 
their own. 

It was nearly a year ago that it was 
announced that the old Gary mansion, 
long a show place, was to be razed. 
At that time Mr. Gary somewhat wist- 
fully expressed his regret at having to 
leave it. 

“It has been my home for a good 
many years,” he said, “and I don’t 
know where I could find another loca- 
tion for residence purposes as good as 
this.” 

Last spring when Mr. Gary and ‘his 
family vacated their Fifth avenue home 
it was thrown open to the public. An 
admission fee of 50 cents was charged, 
the proceeds going to charity. 

Mr. Gary lived at the Hotel Plaza 
until two weeks ago, when he rented 
the Willard D. Straight home. 


Gary Worth $45,000,000 
One Authority Estimates 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Aug. 15.—Wall street 
authorities could give only an uncer- 
tain estimate today of the fortune of 
Elbert H. Gary. 


From such information as was avail- 
able one authority estimated his for- 
tune at about $45,000,000. It may be 
twice or three times that much and 
may be much smaller. 

Fifteen years ago it was reported 
that Judge Gary had signed a con- 
tract to receive $1,000,000. A news- 
paper reporter asked John D. Rocke- 
feller what he thought of the salary 
attributed to Mr. Gary. Mr. Rocke- 
feller replied: 

“I don’t know just what Judge 
Gary is getting, but you tell him to 
come around to the Standard Oil of- 
fices tomorrow and I'll pay him twice 
as much.” 

Mr. Gary paid an income tax of 
$473,364.20 in 1924, and a tax of 
$322,680 in 1925. His salary was often 
put at $100,000 a year, but it was said 
that he had a commission on earnings 
which brought his annual income from 
the United States Steel Corporation to 
$500,000. sith 

The books of the steei corporation 
show that he held in his own name 
1,267 shares of common stock and 
1,895 shares of preferred. The present 
market value of the total of common 
and preferred is $422,810.50.

Pulitzer. Only two legacies were left 
to institutions. The residuary estate, 
the value of which was not announced, 
was left to. her three sons, Ralph 
Pulitzer, of Manhasset, L. I.; Joseph 
Pulitzer, of Clayton, Mo., and Herbert 
Pulitzer, of this city. 

Most of the porcelain, books and 
furniture is bequeathed to Ralph 
Pulitzer. To Joseph Pulitzer, certain 
of the jewels were left and a portrait 
bust of his father, by Rodin. Other 
jewelry and Mrs. Pulitzer’s entire col- 
lection of Whistler etchings are be- 
queathed to Herbert Pulitzer. The 
three sons also share in all Mrs.

SACRAMENTS BIG ISSUE 


Lausanne, Switzerland, Aug. 15 
(A.P.).—Four Americans today were ap- 
pointed to a committee of thirteen at 
the world conference on faith and 
order to draft a final report finding 
unanimity on six questions affecting 
church doctrines which have been 
under discussion here for the last ten 
days. 

The four men selected were the Right

James Cannon, jr., of Washington, 
Methodist Episcopal. ‘ 

Five British clergymen also were 
named to the committee. They are the 
bishops of Gloucester, and Manchester, 
and Canon Tatlow, of London, Angli= 
can; Dr. Garvie, of London, Congrega- 
tionalist, and Dr. William Lofthouse, of. 
Birmingham, Methodist. The other- 
members are the most Rev. Nathan. 
Soderblom, archbishop of Upsala, 
Sweden, and the Rev. Deissoan, Luth- 
eran; Dr. Charles Merle Dubigne, of 
Paris, Protestant, and Metropolitan 
Germanos, Eastern Orthodox. 

This special committee will redraft 
the reports turned in by the six sec- 
tional commissions. The question of 
sacraments and the church’s ministry 
are proving the most difficult subjects 
on which to reach an accord. 

In the discussion today, the Rev, 
Peter Ainslee, of Baltimore, represent- 
ing the Church of Désciples of Christ_ 
in North America, and a leader of the 
church unity movement in the United 
States, suggested a league of churches, 
following the idea of the League of 
Nations.” 

“Is it not high time,” he said, “that 
the churches should form a league, 
each church holding to all it has and 
seeking to contribute something to 
that divine life that has been released 
for the growth of mankind toward 
God?” 

Archbishop Soderblom then appealed. 
to the conference for some constructive 
action. Christians, he said, ought to’: 
show unity by showing their Christ- 
ianity.

SCHUNEMAN, BARTLETT

Executive to See Indians in 
War Dances During 
Reservation Visit. 


Rpiad City, S. Dak., Aug. 15 (A.P.).— 
Plans for the erection of new Federal 


buildings throughout the country are 
going ahead on the assumption that 
Congress will increase the sum to be 
spent outside the District of Columbia 
from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000. Pres- 
ident Coolidge was told today by Carl 
T. Schuneman and John H. Bartlett, 
representing the joint investigation be- 
ing conducted by the Treasury and 
Postoffice Departments. 

Pending enactment of the first year’s 
funds of the $100,000,000 program, 
which were sidetracked in the deficiency 
bill last session, needed improvements 
are being made in the 26 cities from 
the $7,000,000 provided some time ago, 
they said. Schuneman and Bartlett 
have Investigated conditions at St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Flint, Mich.; Rochester, 
Minn.; Duluth and Fargo, N. Dak., 
where they said Federal buildings were 
needed badly. From here they will re- 
turn to Washington and later they 
will go to the coast to investigate con- 
ditions, especially at Seattle and then 
to Oklahoma and perhaps some other 
southwestern States. 

They said bids probably would be 
called for in connection with a $1,700,- 
000 Federal Building at St. Louis 
next fall. Legislation to permit the se- 
lection of a new site is needed first. 


Coolidge to Visit Indians. 


While the failure .of the deficiency 
bill has slowed up beginning of work 


(on the $100,000,000 building program, 


they declared the delay would give more 
time to perfect a rounded ,rogram. 
The bill failure, however, they said, 
would not affect the status of the pro- 
gram submitted to Congress last ses- 
sion. 

The hope expressed today by Hugh 
L. Burleson, Episcopal Bishop of South 
Dakota, that President Coolidge will 
see something of the present-day indian 
“besides the feathers, war paint and 
war whoops in which he is pictured,” 
was expected to be fulfilled this 'week 
when the President visits Pine Ridge 
Reservation, but it was learned tonight 
that here again he will see the Indian 
only in his old-time dress and charac- 
terization. 

The advance programs sent from Pine 
Ridge to the corréspondents in Rapid 
City pictured the President’s visit as 
an opportunity to see the Sioux Tribe 
as it actually lives day by day, but E. 
W. Jermark, superintendent of the res- 
ervation, informed the Associated Press 
that this has all been canceled, 

“Instead, Mr. Coolidge will see be- 
tween 10,000 and 12,000 Redskins in 
their native war paint and regalia and 
will watch them parade with tomtoms 
and shouting war whoops as they march 


| into the field to portray the dances 


their forefathers handed down to them. 

“You visitors don’t like to have us 
put on an inspection trip,” Jermark ex- 
plained, “unless we give you something 
with a little Western color in-it. The 
President can stay here only an hour, so 
we have decided to have the parade 
and the war dances, which we thought 


better.”

FEUDAL FASCISM HELD

Alleged “Qualified. Dictator- 
ship” in Roumania Denied 
by Adrei Popovici. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 15 (A.P.). 
The Nationalist movement in China 
will continue with increasing strength, 
declared Thomas F. Millard today, com- 
menting upon the retirement of Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, commander in chief 
of the Nationalist forces. 

“The Nationalist movement does not 
hinge on any one man,” Mr. Millard, 
former adviser to the Peking govern- 
ment, told members of the Institute of 
Politics, explaining his belief that it 
is too deep rooted to depend upon any 
individual leader. 

“It is the greatest mistake to con- 
sider the Nationalist movement in 
terms of military strength,” continued 
Mr. Millard. Even Chang Tso-Lin 
(northern war lord) is surrounded by 
Nationalists who are only waiting for a 
change to assert themselves.’ 


Russian Policy Assailed. 


Russia’s policy in China coincides 
with the present state of mind of Japan 
and America in that it is averse to 
having the diplomatic influence of 
western Europe restored in China, Mr. 
Millard declared. 

However, similarity between the three 
policies ends at that point, he said. 
The deeper objectives of the Soviet di- 
plomacy in the Far East appear to be 
basically like those- of imperialistic 
Russia, Mr. Millard continued. They 
include the inevitable pressure toward 
the Pacific Ocean, the peopling, de- 
veloping and securing of Siberia against 
other Asiatic impact, and the preven- 
tion of any other power from obtaining 
a hegemony in China, he added. 

Britain’s Chinese policy, Mr. Millard 
said, is “‘more advanced, nearer to reali- 
ties, more liberal and more forward- 
looking than any other important 
power.” 

Asiatic View 


He described Japan as standing in 
the strategic position of either assisting 
Europe to regain her hegemony in the 
Far East, or assisting Asia in liberating 
itself from European domination. In- 
dications are that Japan is leaning 
toward the Asiatic viewpoint, he said. 

Speaking of the civil war, the 
speaker declared that 25 years is a rea- 
sonable time for the revolution to com- 
plete itself. He said Pacific powers, 
confronted with that possibility, and 
with the present state. of the country 
bordering on anarchy, must decide 
whether to stand back and let revolu- 
tion run its course, or try to regu- 
late it.

VISIBLE AND INVISIBLE 
TRADE IS CONSIDERED 


Smuggled Liquor and Tourist 
Expenditures Included in 
Commerce Figures. 


(Associated Press.) 

A balance sheet of America’s foreign 
business for 1926, issued yesterday by 
the Commerce Department, indicated 
that the Nation took from abroad 
values greater by $509,000,000 than 
those exported. 

Not only was the “visible” trade of 
the country taken into consideration 
in compiling the statistics, but also 


sums involved in “invisible” trade 
arising from such sources as expendi- 
tures of American tourists abroad, 
prices paid for smuggled liquor and 
freight and insurance payments col- 
lected by foreign vessels in American 
ports. 

Summing up the figures, the con- 
clusion was reached that the United 
States exported “visibly” and “invis- 
ibly” in 1926 values to a total of 
$8,033,000,000, while imports, in the 
same fashion, were valued at $8,542,- 
000,000. The net result of all trans- 
action was to leave foreign balances 
in American banks increased by $359,- 
000,000, notwithstanding, as Secretary 
Hoover explained in a foreword, that 
during the year the world abroad in- 
creased materially its debt to the 
United States. 


New High Record Set. 


“The year 1926 seems to have set new 
high records in all three of our largest 
invisible items of trade,” he said, “in 
private investments “abroad, tourists’ 
expenditures, and the yield of our for- 
eign investments. During the year 
nearly 370,000 Americans made journeys 
in noncontiguous lands, and American 
tourist expeditions in Canada also 
broke all records. The Nation seems to 
have done more traveling and lending 
than ever before. 

“On December 31, 1926, foreigners 
had on deposit in American banks 
about $1,443,000,000, ample proof that 
we are now a great short-time debtor 
nation, along with our position as a 
great creditor in long-time investments. 
Moreover, foreigners had on deposit 
with American agents and trustees 
American stocks and bonds amounting 
to about $1,878,000,000. Our net growth 
aS a creditor nation for the year was 
only $557,000,000. This sum, it may be 
noted, would be much smaller if one 
should consider the increase in deposits 
of foreigners in American banks as a 
deduction.” 

The 1926 merchandise exchange gave 
the United States a favorable balance 
of $337,000,000, it was reported, the 
year’s exports having been $4,808,000,- 
000 and imports $4,431,000,000, offset- 
ting this, the statement gave the world 
a $40,000,000 credit as having “invisi- 
bly” exported to the United States that 
much in bootleg liquors. This figure 
is the same as that found in previous 
years, and was based upon confidential 
reports furnished by the customs serv- 
ices and the Coast Guard. 


Expenditures of Tourists. 


The account reckoned 1926 tourist 
expenditures abroad at $761,000,000, 
while it said that foreigners traveling 
here spent but $115,000,000, so that the 
United States incurred a net debt of 
$646,000,000. On this item private for- 
eign investrnents of American citizens 
earned interest and dividends during 
1926 totaling $678,000,000; which repre- 
sented a national credit, the report said, 
while the war debts of the government 
itself earned $195,000,000 in interest 
and principal payments for the same 
period. 

Another item going into the calcu- 
lation was $322,000,000, remitted by 
immigrants residing here to their home 
countries, which sum was treated as a 
charge against the United States in 
international accounting. Foreign ves- 
sels earned $175,000,000 in carrying 
American freight. 

New American investments abroad 
for the year were calculated at $1,332,- 
000,000, while in the ebb and flow of 
exchange fluctuations, it was figured 
that American securities had been sold 
abroad with a total value of $636,000,- 
000, and American stocks and bonds 
had been bought back from abroad to 
a total of $509,000,000. Touching the 
complicated movement of capital, as 
represénted by the stock and bond 
transactions, coupled with debt ma- 
turities and redemptions, the state- 
ment concluded that the Nation had 
imported total values of $1,981,000 and 
exported $1,424,000, leaving the balance 
of $557,000}000 mentioned by Secre- 
tary Hoover as the year’s net growth of 
foreign investment.

[Molnar’s Play, “The Sen” 
Produced at the National 


Romaine Callender, in the Role of a Luckless Lover, 
Displays New Powers, and Entire Troupe Surprises 
Wiseacres—Difficult Play Well Staged. 


Molnar is a playwright who deals in 
subterfuge and subtlety. Much, there- 
fore, depends upon his translator. 
Again, his character play is so clear 
cut and chrystalized that not all 
actresses and actors who call them- 
selves such are imminently fitted to 
portray the central characterizations. 
One of the reasons, then, why Molnar 
plays have rarely appeared in the field 
of stock presentation. Last night the 
National Theater Players essayed “The 
Swan,” a play in three acts—remem- 
bered as an outstanding offering in the 
career Of Eva Le Gallienne. 

With all due respect to Clifford 
Brooke and his thespians, who have 
carried on in comedy and farce the 
live-long summer through, some of the 
more sophisticated of the oldtimers 
who frequent the E Street playhouse 
went there with fear and. trepidation. 
They thought that this, at least, would 
be the millstone around the company’s 
neck; but, happy to report, the troupe 
came through the ordeal, and “The 
Swan” is still swimming gracefully on 
a placid lake. 

By far the most pretentious effort 
of the players, the Stephen. Cochran- 
Clifford Brooke production of “The 
Swan”—with all due allowances made 
for an opening night, the nervousness 
and uncertainty, and all—comes near 
being the bright jewel in a brilliant 
diadem. The reading of the play was 
done to a nicety, and though there was 
a slowness in tempo not discernible in 
other offerings, the halt and hesitation 
made for clarity of lines interpretation. 
Those who had seen the play previously 
came away with new meaning read into 
the lines. Those who first beheld the 
dazzling light of a satirist, saw shafts 
of shrewdness easily lost in the shifting 
of shadows—just as the breaking of 
quicksilver. 

“The Swan,” its focal point the love- 
less marriages of royalty, tears into 
the heart of a tutor to a princess; a 
man unhappily made a cat’s paw in 


a match between a princess and an 
heir apparent. It falls to the lot of 
Romaine Callender to play the luckless 
lover, a part that calls for rare re- 
straint, on occasion; and one mad 
fling in the face of the inevitable. He 
does his work well; so well, in fact, 
that those who have followed him 
season after seaso: are surprised. Bur- 
dened with lead lines of the play, Cal- 
lender neve~ falters. He turns in his 
masterpiece. 

There is a priest, the philosopher— 

old Father Hyacinth—and Charles 
Hampden comes *o glory in this role, 
though with the Franciscan Monastery 
as near as Brookland there is no need 
for his nondescript habit; a frowsy bit 
of gunnysack made, probably, for Friar 
Tuck, Leona Powers is The Swan, the 
regal young lady about whom all the 
fuss and furbelows center. The prince 
in the play is J. Glynn McFarlane. 
_ Molnar’s comedy moments are often 
elusive, his sarcasm splendid. Some- 
times the humblest of his servants, 
in a play; come off top-hole—as, for 
instance, the butler in “The Play’s The 
Thing.” In “The Swan,” as a major 
domo, Billy Phelps wrenches many a 
laugh that Molnar never dreamed of; 
partly because of his make-up—he re- 
sembles very much an old-line maitre 
a’hotel once at the Willard—and 
partly because of his legs, somewhat 
a-plomb. At any rate, the picture is 
perfect, with Kathryn Givney one of 
the high points. A scheming mother, 
she is royal as a.queen. Indeed, this 
is one of the fine touches of the play, 
the role of Miss Givney. So, too, a 
bit by Dorothy Tierney. 

In the face of disaster, the National 
Theater Players have come off trium- 
phant; for “The Swan” is no play for 
mere stock, since its nuances and 
humbers are heavily wrought and 
lightly shaded and the merfest slip 
means failure. Second and _ third 
nighters will, of course, have a better 
fling at it than those who sat in on 
the opening.

of Missouri, and this despite the lat- 
ter’s wet. views. He has said definitely 
that Smith can not win in this State. 
The State he declares is anti-Catholic 
and dry. Yet he seems to be willing 
to accept what he considers to be the 
less wet characteristics of Senator 
Reed. 

Louis Crill, former State chairman, 
and others lean toward the Missouri 
senator and there is no doubt but 
that Reed has considerable support in 
this State. 

Will Howes, of Huron, Democratic 
national committeeman, is said to be 
a very close personal friend of William 
Gibbs McAdoo, and he is understood 
not yet to be in the mood to consider 
his champion out of the running. He 
will again attempt, it is believed, to 
organize the State for him. 

Mr. Howes, however, is the most op- 
timistic of the McAdoo followers. The 
majority of the others are entertain- 
ing no hopes that he can be nominated 
or even go before the convention with 
anything like the strength he had in 
1924, and it is considered quite pos- 
sible that they will in the end line 
up behind Senator Reed at the Sep- 
tember meeting. It is a question how- 
ever, as to whether they would do this 
so much in the hope of nominating 
him as in their desire to head off 
Smith. 

Bilger Says He Is Neutral. 

Dr. Bilger is not: making his views 
known publicly. In fact, he outwardly 
asserts that he is absolutely neutral 
and that any decision reached by the 
party should be abided by. Inwardly 
though, he is said to have the thought 
that the Smith boom should be headed

In so far as popular sentiment is con- 
cerned it is this reporter’s impression 
that Smith is unacceptible to this State.

JUDGE GARY. 


Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board of the 
United States Steel Corporation, was the fore- 


most active business man of the United States. | 


He was blessed with good health, which he 
enabled to continue his work after he was 80 
years of age. The Steel Corporation was 
largely his own creation. Certainly he was its 
leading spirit, both in planning and executing. 
He never would have retired. Work was en- 
joyment and refreshment to him. 

To Judge Gary, more than to any other rep- 
resentative of ‘‘big business,’’ is due the 
changed attitude of the public toward great 
corporations. He was so fair-minded, so mod- 
erate in act and speech, and so enlightened in 
his conception of the relations that should ob- 
tain between employers and employes, as well 
in his sense of the duty which both owe to 
the public, that he swayed the attitude of the 
entire business world. The employes of the 
Steel Corporation rerognized in him a stalwart 
friend. Many of them are well-to-do because 
of the opportunities which he made for all of 
them. 

The solidity of the industrial edifice reared 
by Judge Gary was demonstrated yesterday, 
when unexpected news of his death reached the 
market. After a brief flurry, steel stock im- 
mediately reached its normal point. The pass- 
ing of the founder and builder did not shake 
the foundation of the structure. It stands as 
a monument to him and to the American 
genius for cooperation. Nothing but pro- 
longed folly can destroy the organization so 
patiently and thoroughly built up by Judge 
Gary. Evidently the business world feels cer- 
tain that competent hands will take up Judge 
Gary’s tasks. 4 

In public affairs Judge Gary’s judgment 
Was remarkably accurate. He believed in solid 
progress, and therefore he was cautious in his 
estimates of men and measures; but his 
breadth of view gave him perfect faith in the 
future of the United States and the courage 
to plan on a gigantic scale befitting the na- 
tional power. His common sense seemed so 
much of the every-day sort that his greatness 
as a planner and builder was not fully appre- 
ciated. As the years go by his true stature will 
become apparent. He will rank among the in- 
dustrial geniuses of the world.

ARMY RESERVE FLIERS. 
Notwithstanding the failure of Congress dur- 


ing the last session to provide the funds asked 
by the War Department to promote flying by 


reserve officers, more than 1,700 Air Corps re- 


serves and National Guard officers will have 
received instruction in flying by the end of the 
present instruction season. Air training camps 
are maintained at Boston, New York, Balti- 
more, Atlanta, Columbus, Chicago, Omaha, San 
Antonio and San Francisco, and the enroll- 
ment at each has demonstrated the keen in- 
terest which officers of all the organizations 
take in air navigation. 

“No effort should be spared to keep the fly- 
ing efficiency of our reserve officers at the 
highest possible standard,’ says the Acting 
Secretary of War, F. Trubee Davison, com- 
menting upon the work of the camps during 
the season. ‘‘They are the men we would have 
to turn to in case of war to fill the gap between 
peace and war time aerial strength.” 

Secretary Davison explains that there has 
been no increase in training hours this year 
because of the lack of a sufficient number of 
modern planes, but he adds great strides have 
been made in the permanent improvement of 
reserve flying, and he adds: 

In the first place, 40 reserve officers will 
be sent to our training school at San An- 
tonio for a whole year and 110 willbe 
called on active duty. Authorization is. 
also given in the five-year program for 
annual increases in reserve officers on ac- 
tive duty until the annual total is 550. 
This maximum will be reached in 1932. 

We have about 7,000 reserve officers, 
but only 654 of these are rated as Class 
A pilots. This percentage is much too 
small, but it can be augmented only by 


increasing the opportunity of reserve offi- 
cers for flying practice.

The 
President’s. intimation that he would favor 
compromise legislation to remedy agricultural! 
depression has brought forth a variety of sug- 
gestions. The administration label has been 
tied to the majority of these proposals. It is, 
however, apparent that as yet the various 
schemes represent only individual groping for 
a solution that will square with the reason 
of President Coolidge’s veto message and the 
desire of the farm bloc. 

About all that these so-called administra- 
tion measures have accomplished is to abandon 
the price-fixing features of the McNary-Haugen 
bill and tone down the visible expenditure of 
public funds. Theoretically the new creations 
are pure in these respects; whether they would 
Certainly 
they are not as bald as the McNary-Haugen 
bill, nor do they make the demand, outright 
and forthwith, for $1,500,000,000 as does the 
measure which Senator Brookhart, of Iowa, 
says he will introduce at the next session of 
Congress. 

One feature is always present—the storing 


| of surplus crops for the purpose of stabilizing 


prices. Secretary Jardine, who tound the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill quite unacceptable, has just 


| gone on record in favor of a project of this 
| sort. 


His view is that a revolving fund of 
$200,000,000 provided by the Federal Govern- 
ment would more than provide the necessary 
capital. It would, he says, be only necessary 
to store the surplus of the fat years against 
the lean to “‘prevent undue depression of prices 
at harvest time.” 

The disposition of surplus crops is the 
common denominator of all forms of agricul- 
tural relief. It is an accepted fact that there 
will be a surplus, but’no plan yet advanced 
has cited any concrete fashion of restraining 
the surplus, once the financial danger of over- 
production has been removed. Some plans 
frankly fail to take this phase of the question 
into account. Others suggest that production 
may be limited through the farmers’ coopera- 
tives. The law can not fix the limit, and 
human nature will not. Absorption of the 
surplus through artificial means will not only 
prevent the operation of the law of supply 
and demand but encourage overproduction. 
A surplus that grows faster than it can be 
distributed will solve nothing. 

There is, moreover, one factor that can not 
be overlooked. The administration can not 
put any form of agricultural relief through 
Congress over the protest of the farm bloc. 
The check which the presidential power of 
veto exercised against the McNary-Haugen 
bill has a countercheck in the organized 
strength of farm politicians in Congress. Iso- 
lated action on the part of either faction can 
accomplish nothing. Plans, proposals and 
suggestions so evolved are meaningless. 


AMERICA’S FOREIGN BUSINESS. 


The rapid expansion of America’s foreign 
financial operations is strikingly shown by 
the report of the Department of Commerce for 
1926. New investments by Americans abroad 
amounted to $1,332,000,000. Deducting the 
sale of American securities abroad, and the 
return from abroad of American securities, 
the net growth of the United States as a cred- 
itor was $557,000,000. The dividends and 


interest on private foreign investments yielded 
$678,000,000, while foreign government debt- 
ors paid the United States $195,000,000. 

Nearly 370,000 American tourists last year 
spent $761,000,000, according to the depart- 
ment’s estimate, while foreign tourists in’ this 
country spent $115,000,000. This year the 
tourist travel has been still larger. It is well 
known that if France could gather in the prof- 
its made by her people in.catering to American 
tourists the proposed war debt installments 
would be met twice over. Germany is making 
a bid for this profitable tourist trade as a 
means of lightening the load of reparation pay- 
ments. In addition to the ‘exports’ by tour- 
ists, aliens in this country-remitted $322,000,- 
000 to their homelands in 1926. 

The exports of merchandise in 1926 amount- 
ed to $4,800,000,000 and the imports $4,431,- 
000,000, leaving a favorable balance of $369,- 
000,000. This total foreign trade of $9,231,- 
000,000 is almost as large as the total foreign 
commerce of Great Britain. Foreign shipping 
earned $175,000,000 last year in carrying 
American freight. 


THE PRESS AND THE SENATE. 


Senator Glass, of Virginia, took occasion 
last week to make sweeping charges against 
the newspapers for misrepresentation of hap- 
penings in Washington, and especially of hap- 
penings in the Senate. He told the Charlottes- 
ville conference that the distortion of facts 
regarding happenings in the Senate was a 
common practice even among the larger and 
more reputable newspapers. The conclusion 
reached by this statesman is that restrictive 
measures are needed against the press, in order 
to establish proper relations between the press 
and the Government. 

Senator Glass cited as an example of gross 
misrepresentation the newspaper accounts of 
a little collision between himself and another 
senator, after he had taken the precaution to 
tell the newspaper men ‘exactly what had hap- 
pened.” Their failure to print his side of the 
story exclusively seems to be the basis of his 
criticism. The senator is too good a lawyer 
not to know that the participants in an exciting 
affair invariably give contradictory accounts 
of what happened. One of the surest indica- 
tions of the veracity of witnesses is this vari- 
ability of testimony in describing trifling inci- 
dents. If Senator Glass’ opponent on that

“The Senate itself affords ample material 
for that sort of stuff without misrepresenta- 
tion,” remarked Senator Glass, evidently re- 
ferring to sensationalism. That Is true, and 
no correspondent with regard for truth will 
attempt to embroider the highly sensational 
occurrences and utterances of the Senate. The 
difficulty in writing reports of the Senate is 
not in putting restraint upon sensationalism, 
but in describing grotesque situations while 
treating the Senate with respect. 

If Senator Glass will devise some method 
for restricting the sensationalism of the Senate 
it will not be necessary to annul or revise the 
first amendment to the Constitution. 


POLITICS IN COMMERCE. 


The “lake cargo case,”’ decided only a few 
weeks ago by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in favor of the Pennsylvania and central 
competitive coal fields, threatens to break out

There is intimation of outside pressure upoa 
the commission. The Governor of West Vir- 
ginia has appealed to the chief executives of 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota and North and 
South Dakota for support. “Lake cargo coal”’ 
goes primarily into the Northwest, and Gov. 
Gore is authority for the statement that un- 
less the Southern roads are allowed to de- 
crease their rates the consumers of the North- 
west will pay $5,000,000 additional for their 
fuel. 

A combination of the Southern and North- 
western States could bring no direct influence 
to bear upon the Commerce Commission. Agi- 
tation in Congress might, however, result in 
another such situation as occurred when the 
name of Cyrus E. Woods was before the Sen- 
ate for confirmation. His nomination was 
fought, not because of his qualifications ec 
character, but because it was feared that he 
might be prejudiced in the ‘lake cargo case.’’ 
Is this famous dispute to cloud the title of 
every candidate to the commission, or will Con- 
gress keep hands off and let the commission do 
its work? 


THE GERMAN . FLIGHT. 


The elements refused to yield to the Bremen 
and Europa. Germany’s effort to be the first 
to span the Atlantic from East to West came 
to an end yesterday when the Bremen was 
forced to return, after having fought storm 
and fog as far as Ireland. The Europa had the 
additional misfortune of engine trouble. The 
fliers thought it best not to tempt fate under 
such conditions. The decision is not to be 
questioned by those whose lives were not in- 
volved in the determination. 

The flight from Europe to the United States 
The accomplishment may 
be beset with still other failures. Conditious 
are such that it is easier to span the distance 
from these shores eastward than to come this 
way. Prevailing winds favor the aviator when 
the shores of North America drop behind him, 
while those who head in this direction must 
overcome the resistance of these same breezes. 
The difference counts heavily in speed, fuel 
consumption and time necessary for the 
journey. 

The outlook was not favorable when the 
German planes set out. Weather reports in- 
dicated the presence of atmospheric dis- 
turbances over the Atlantic. Delay seemed 
overlong to the waiting men. They wanted to 
be off, more especially since French and Eng- 
lish aviators also waited for the first opportu- 
nity to get their planes in motion. Their eager- 
ness cost them one machine and may give their 
rivals the advantage of an earlier start. 

The dangers that beset transoceanic flight 
must be studied piecemeal, and brave men may 
perish in the cause, but success is sure. The 
sum of knowledge and experience’ gained in 
failures will spell triumph. The fact for con- 
gratulation in the present instance is that the 
German aviators in failing did not have to 
sacrifice their lives as did Nungesser and Coli. 
They live to try again, when nature may be 
more kindly disposed. 


AN EXPERIMENTAL COLLEGE. 


The two enigmas of education remain un- 
solved—principally because no college has 
dared to solve them. These are: How many 
people can be educated? and, How can teach- 


ing best be done? Colleges have evaded the 


issue by gradual changes and by substitution, 
but have as yet not dared to face squarely the 
problem. 

The University of Wisconsin will undertake 
to solve the issue when its experimental col- 
lege, under the leadership of Alexander Meikel- 
The gen- 
eral plan of action wil] be that of establishing 
a small college, a veritable “learning commu- 
nity” in a large university. The students will 
be isolated from the rest of the university as 
far as living and studies go, and will at all 
times be in close contact with their instructors. 
For the present, at least, the experimental] col- 
lege will be coeducational. 

‘The primary object will be to study situa- 
tions instead of merely subjects; that is, to 
study the various subjects in their relation to 
each other instead of studying them separately. 
In regard to the method of study and teach- 
ing, the objective will be a college where the 
teachers will teach less and the students will 
study more. There will be few lectures in the 
formal sense, and little if any classroom work. 

The projectors of this plan have avoided any 
semblance of a set,curricula of study, prefer- 
ring to keep_the experiment in its true sense, 
but it is probable that the course this fall will

N this land of prosperous people, where nearly all are trying to 
make as much money as they can, the loafer is generally despised.

Scorn for the loafer is rooted in the assumption that industry 


is a virtue. 


Industry, however, is no more than a product of necessity. 
The normal youngster dislikes work; if he labors, it is because he is 


driven to it by a parent. 


Later on he will love a girl and marry her, and 


then he will labor a little more willingly; but still the spur that drives 


him will be necessity. 


_ By the time he is middle-aged he will have made a virtue of neces- 


sity and will tell his children that 


idleness is a sin. 


He will be quite sincere in defending industry, for by this time work 


will have become a habit. 


He will enjoy his rut. Moreover, since honor 


and dignity come to those who labor successfully and make money, he 
will enjoy his work because of the little triumphs it brings him and 


the respect he earns by the sweat 


of his brow. 


But if he and you and.I could without labor obtain the good things 


we now enjoy, not one of us would 


hit a lick. What is more, we would 


loaf with clear consciences and guffaw when some meddler declared 
labor more respectable than idleness. 


Our scorn of the loafer is seven parts envy. 


We are a flock of hypo- 


crites when we deride and abuse him. 
Of course the present scheme of things imposes on most of us an 
obligation to labor, and to dodge the obligation is to be a poor sport and 


lacking in virtue. 
But those who can loaf all the 


time and fare well are just as re- 


spectable as those who can earn a living in six hours instead of work- 


ing twelve. 


“The dignity of labor” is a saying invented to keep the loser satisfied 


with his hard lot. 


There’s no dignity in backache, or in blisters.

District of Columbia Airport. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Ac- 
cording to press reports, the Director of 
the Budget has included in his tenta- 
tive budget to th President an item of 
$125,000 which is alleged to be for the 
construction of an airport for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, but which, in fact, 
is nothing more than a sum for river 
dredging to be spent by the War De- 
partment in furtherance of its scheme. 
The citizens’ committees of the Dis- 
trict who listened to the War Depart- 
ment’s mouthpieces and fell for the 
Graveliy Point dredging scheme should 
take due and timely notice that the 
initial iter of $125,000, as well as the 
subsequent $1,500,000 to $2,000,000, will 
all come out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers of the District. 

Not only is the money to come from 
the taxpayers of the District to be 
spent by the War Department in its 
dredging scheme, but the money is to 
be spent in Virginia and not in the 
District, and Virginia rea] estate wil? 
be boosted accordingly. The philan- 
thropy and good will shown by the tax- 
payers of the District in providing 
funds for the betterment of Virginia 
real estate should be greatly appre- 
ciated by the latter, and they should 
also extend a vote of thanks to the 
| War Department for putting over the 
| “steal” on tre taxpayers of the Dis- 
| trict. 
| There should be an adequate airport 
for the District of Columbia,’ but it 
should be gone about in an intelligent 
manner and with a proper conception 
of the problem, instead of the whole 
| proposition beine made the appendage 
of a War Department dredging scheme, 
with the District of Columbia taxpay- 
ers playing the stellar role of a goat. 

Of course, the matter will be thor- 
oughly airei when it comes before 
Congress, but in the meantime the

The thing the public should 
keep in mind is that the taxpayers will 
have to put up at least $2,000,000 (no 
matter if it is done in painless doses 
as prescribed by the War Department), 
and that a long period of years (at 
least ten) will elapse before the actual 
construction of an airport can be 
started, and it is, of course, patent that 
until the bulk of the dredging has been 
done no actual work of producing a 
flying field coul“ be started. The citi- 
zens of the District, even if they are 
not citizens of the United States, 
should be interested in having the 
camoufia~e stripped from this proposi- 
tion.

Los Angeles, Aug. 15 (A.P.).—Con- 
atruction of seven great engineering 
projects contemplated by the Federal 
Government, including the develop- 
ment of the Colorado River and Missis- 
sippi Flood Control, will not seriously 
disturb the national budget, Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, said 
here today. 

The Secretary, who yesterday pre- 
dicted action by. the next session of 
Congress on the proposed damming of 
the Colorado for flood relief, power de- 
velopment and irrigation purposes, said 
there would be ho necessity for aban- 
doning radical reductions in taxes. 
Among other projects contemplated by 
the Government are the inland water- 
ways system, development of the Co- 
lumbia River basin, the St. Lawrence 
international canal and the regulation 
of the Great Lakes level. 


Large Funds Not Needed. 


“None of these projects,” Hoover said, 
“has as yet reached the stage where 
vast amounts of money are necessary 
to be appropriated. All of them, ex- 
cepting those affecting the Colorado 
and Mississippi, are in such state that 
only preliminary appropriations will be 
asked. Only about $30,000,000 will be 
required annually to carry on the work 
upon the proposed Boulder Canyon 
Dam and the Mississippi projects. 

“This is relatively a small amount 
and its appropriation by the impend- 
ing congressional session will in no way 
offset the tax reduction plan proposed 
by Secretary Mellon. 

“Therefore, it is not to be considered 
that the question of adequate financ- 
ing will in any way operate to’ prevent 
or delay the development of the 
Colorado River. The only thing neces- 
sary is to establish a harmony between 
various States of the Colorado River 
area touching the proper plan of pro- 
posed development. That such an 
agreement will be arrived at in the 
forthcoming conference of governors of 
these States is pretty generally admit- 
ted. I anticipate early and favorable 
action upon the. Colorado project at 
the next session of Congress.” 

Secretary Hoover will depart Thurs- 
day for Washington for a short official 
conference prior to going again into 
the flood areas of the lower Muissis- 
sippi.” He is planning a fishing expedi- 
tion to Santa Catalina Island for the 
next few days.

RULES FOR TOOTHBRUSH 
SANITATION, 


to Prof. Winslow of Yale. 

The New Haven health depart- 
ment wanted to find out about tooth- 
brushes. They asked -Prof. Winslow 
to investigate. He bought or borrow- 
ed 24 toothbrushes, all of which were 
working at their trade on the day of 
transfer. Some had been in daily use 
for several years. Three:of the num- 
toothbrushes, be-

bers of the same household. 


Dr. Winslow reported finding a wide 
variation in the number of bacteria 
he was able to wash out of these 
toothbrushes. They ranged from zero 
to three million. He and his associates 
did not try to find out which kinds 
nor how many kinds there were, but 
he did look for members of the three 
groups, 

Of members of the colon family he 
found none. The number of acid form- 
ers ranged from zero to 20,000 to the 


‘brush. The number of the hemolytic 


streptococci ranged from zero to 300,- 
000 to the brush: These hemolytic 
streptococci are being charged with a 
multitude of crimes in recent years. 


The length of time the brush had 
been in use was important from the 
standpoint of the number of bacteria 
found. The brushes in use over four 
months averaged about 200 times as 
many bacteria as did those used less 
The brushes with 
high counts of streptococci and acid 
forming bacteria were those long in 
use. 


Brushes obtained from people with 
clean mouths had low counts. Those 
from people with dirty mouths and 
disease of the teeth and gums had 
high counts of streptococci and acid- 
used with good dentifrices had low 
counts. Washing the brush with hot 
water after using it was also found 
to be serviceable in keeping the bac- 
terial counts down. 


Other investigators have found dis- 
ease - producing bacteria in tooth- 
brushes. In fact, the evidence that 
some contagion has been spread by 
toothbrushes is good and probably 
conclusive.

EAR Jimmy: Every once in a 

while I come across some figures 
in connection with horticulture 
which fairly take my breath away. 
Looking at garden affairs in terms of 
our own little patches, as you and I 
do, it is hard to believe the proportions 
to which they total up when the whole 
country is considered. 

Take the matter of fruit varieties, 
for instance, as covered in a publication 
issued by the New York State Experi- 
ment Station at Geneva. This book 
shows that among the tree fruits the 
pear outranks all others in the great 
number of varieties represented. A 
total of 2,929 varieties is described, of 
which 91 are rated as major sorts. The 
next in order is the plum with approxi- 
mately 1,700 varieties, followed by the 
peach with about 1,300, the cherry with 
1,100, and the apple with 650. The 
grapes number about 1,500 sorts. 

Each of the small fruits also shows 
a remarkable number of different kinds 
considering the fact that they have 
been under cultivation a much shorter 
time than have the tree fruits. Straw- 
berries represent the largest group with 
over 1,300 varieties. Next come the 
raspberries with 708 kinds, followed by 
gooseberries with 244, blackberries with 
193, currants with 183, and dewberries 
with 48.

THE VOICE BEAUTIFUL. 


LOVELY voice might most easily 
A be described as “something one 
seldom hears.” It is safe also 
to say that the majority of pleasant 
voices have been cultivated. By that 
I don’t want to imply that every voice 
should be trained for singing or public 
speaking; but, just as it is the silver- 
tongued salesman who sells us the set 
of garden manuals we never use, so is 
the speaking voice the “sales medium” 
of a personality. . 
Clear modulated tones, distinct 
enunciation—these two things are 
generally characteristic of the person 
who wins our attention first. The 
quality of clarity of voice is always in 
my mind when I advise my readers not 
to smoke cigarettes—it is not prud- 
ishness. Smoking affects the throat 
and irritates. its delicate membrane, 
making the voice husky and coarse. 
When the throat is. so affected, it is 
helpful to sip a glass of hot water with 
a bit of lemon juice in it. Once or 
twice during the day, the sorry smok- 
ers should gargle with a solution made 
of 4% teaspoonful bicarbonate of soda 
and % teaspoonful of salt dissolved 
in a glass of warm water. If the voice 
is easily affected, a glycerin tablet may 
be dissolved in the mouth whenever 
the slightest trace of hoarseness is 
present. 
A mellow, well-modulated voice seems 
the natural accompaniment to the 
person with background and good 
breeding. But it can be acquired by 
any One who is earnestly trying to make 
up for that lack of background and is 
instilling gentleness in their own 
characters. Let your ear be your re- 
minder; when your own voice sounds 
strident or harsh, stop talking, try to 
adjust your pitch to the pleasantest 
you have ever heard and then go on 
with what you were saying. The fol- 
lowing exercise is simple to do. Key 
your voice lower than its normal level.

Fully Modern Race Plant 


Rises From Ruins at 


New Concrete and Steel Stand to Seat 13,000; 
Clubhouse, Paddock and Judges’ Stand 
New; Track Raised on Back Stretch. 


By ARTHUR A. HEYWOOD. 


HEN the turnstiles click again 
W at the Bowie Race Track on 

November 14, the date of the 
opening of the fall meeting, the thou- 
sands who throng to the Maryland oval 
will witness sprung up from the ruins 
of the disastrous fire this spring, an 
enlarged and ‘beautiful stand and. a 
racing plant in all which will probably 
make Bowie the most popular Mary- 
land track. 

Steel and concrete will have replaced 
the obsolete wooden stands destroyed 
by fire, one of the two new mutuels 
stands will be the largest in the coun- 
try, the seating capacity will be in- 
creased better than three and one-half 
fold, a new and enlarged clubhouse 
will be ready and many of the flaws of 
the Bowie track of old will have been 
corrected. 

One-fifth of the steel work of the new 
stand, which when completed will be 
504 feet long and 152 feet deep, is up. 


The size of the new stand can be 
pictured when it is known that the 
wooden stand which was destroyed 
by fire was onjy 336 feet long 
and but 86 feet deep. The old 
stand: accommodated 3,600 people. 
The new stand will accommodate 
13,000. It will be 80 feet in height. 


The grandstand will be finished in 
stucco. 
stand from’ the front, which means 
that no more can the racing enthu- 
siasts rush down and buy a ticket and 
rush back to stand on the steps to see 
their. favorite win or lose.

KNOCKS OUT

George Godfrey Puts 
Bostonian on Mat 
in First. 


HILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 15 (A.P.). 
George Godfrey, gigantic negro 
heavyweight of Leiperville, Pa., 

tonight knocked out Jim Maloney, 
Boston heavyweight, in the first round 
of a 10-round fight at Shibe Park.

finishing punches. 


He stepped away and Maloney feil 
to the canvas on his face to be counted 
out by Referee Tom Reilly. He was re- 
vived ten minutes. later. Godfrey 
weighed 233 pounds, Maloney 202. 

In the semiwind-up Wyoming Warner, 
Cheyenne, 175, knocked out Mike 
Russo, Shreveport, La., 175, with the 
first blow struck in the first round. 
It was a smashing left hook to the 
stomach. The bout was scheduled for 
ten rounds. 


After the fight Dan _ Carroll, 
Maloney’s manager, said he would 
protest tomorrow to Frank Weiner, 
chairman of the Pennsylvania State 
boxing commission, that his 
fighter was fouled by Godfrey.

Slab House Village 
Found by Scientist 


A new link in the evolution of the 
homes of the cliff dwellers has been 
ma, Ciecovered by Frank H. H. Roberts, a 

Smithsonian aréheologist, in Chaco 
Canyon, N. Mex., it was discovered yes- 
terday. 

The discovery is a “slab house” vil- 
lage which consists of a group of pit 
dwellings sunk 2 or 3 feet deep in the 
ground and lined with stone slabs.

Challenges Right to Charge 


Rate as High as That for 
Two-Men Service. 


INCREASE IN NUMBER 
BEFORE COMMISSION 


The Whole Question May Be 
Thrown Open Again at 
Public Hearing. 


William McK. Clayton yesterday chal- 
lenged the right of the Public Utilities 
Commission, under the law which 
created it, to permit the street car com- 
panies to operate one-man cars in the 
District without charging less fare than 
on cars manned by two trainmen. 

He appeared before the commission 
to make a last plea in behalf of the 
Federation of Citizens Associations .1 
opposition to the reported decision of 


to permit the Washington Railway & 
Electric Co. to buy 30 one-man cars to 
replace 13 old ones and 17 old two- 
man cars. Clayton is chairman of the 


' public utilities committee of the fed- 


eration. 
Four Points Are Argued. 


Clayton made four principal points in 
his argument against the cars. He said 
that Washington, with its population of 
half a million, was entitled to metro- 
politan street car service; that to give 
parts of the District two-man service 
and other one-man service, “admit- 
tedly inferior,” all for the same fare, 
was discrimination and was forbidden 


by act of Congress; that the “economy 


| plea” in extenhuation was not permis- 
'sible until first a merger had been 
'brought*about with which to effect

major economies, and that the com- 
panies “threat” of higher car fares if 
not permitted more one-man _ cars 
should not be considered because, un- 
der the law, the commission must con- 
sider service and rates of fare sepa- 
rately. 

Chairman John W. Childress, of the 
commission, said it was not admitted 
that one-man car service was inferior 
to the two-man type of conveyance. He 
also said that so much had been said at 
yesterday’s semipublic hearing that he 
thought the commission would throw 
the whole question open again at a 
larger public hearing than mete yet been 
held. 


Called Not Fully Experienced. 


“This commission has been in office 
only six months,” said Clayton. “Mani- 
festly it has not had time to gain 
knowledge or experience in dealing with 
this controversy. Its predecessor com- 
mission, the chairman of which, Col. 
Bell, had held his office for four years, 
at first favoring one-man cars, after 
long study proclaimed in 1925 in an 
order permitting purchase of fifteen of 
the cars, that thereafter no more should 
be bought and when those in hand be- 
came obsolete they should be replaced 
with two-man cars. I submit that this 
commission has not had sufficient ex- 


perience to lightly overturn this: pol- 
icy. 

“The people of Washington are enti- 
tled to adequate service as separate and 
distinct from the rate. You hear no 
complaints against carfares. The com- 
plaints are all against bad service. The 
law created this commission primarily 
to compel good service, and, secondarily, 
to insure to the companies an adequate 
return on the cost of good service. 


Excellent Serviec Wanted. 


“If the street car companies can not 
afford to give us two-man cars it is 
not for them to demand that the com- 
mission permit one-man cars as an 
economy, but it is their place to come in 
here and ask for a higher rate of fare, 
so that we can meet that issue squarely 
and as a separate question. 

“This is the Capital of the Nation, 
the showhouse og the country, and we 
want the very best of everything. We 
have as yet shown no indisposition to 
pay for excellent service. It is excellent 
service that we want.” 

Maj. Clayton Emig and Hugh M. 
Frampton, of the federation’s committe, 
and James C. Waters, jr., an attorney, 
also spoke against one-man cars. No 
one was present to defend the conduc- 
torless carriers.

Rawlett, described. by. police as the 
“finger man” of the band, was arrested 
in his Newton street apartment by 
Detectives Edward J. Kelly, Joseph Wal- | 
dron, Thomas Sweeney and John Fla- 
herty. The three other alleged cracks- 
men were taken early Sunday when 
police frustrated a robbery at the Cin- 
drella Boot Shop, 1211 G street north- 
west. 

The others described themselves as 
Francis A. Kloss, 30 years old, and 
Edward Tate, 38, both of New York, 
and Gregory Wilson, alias George Wil- 
cox, 25, of New Bedford, Mass. Kloss 
and Tate were arrested on. the scene 
after they had leaped through a plate 
glass show window in an attempt to 
escape. Tate is in Gallinger Hospital, 
with moré than 100 stiches in ‘his 
stomach as the result of the leap. 

Written confessions were obtained 
from Kloss, Wilson and Rawlett, police 
say. Implicating Tate, Kloss and Wil- 
son admitted the safe robbery of $2,200 
at Peoples Drug Store, Tenth and F 
streets northwest, on July 31, they de- 
clare, and the $200 robbery at the Old 
Dutch Market, 3107 M street northwest, 
on August 7. 

Rawlett, police say, denied implica- 
tion in the drug store robbery. He 
admitted furnishing the “layout” for 
the market robbery and the boot shop, 
according to police, and also confessed 
to permitting the band to use his 
apartment as a meeting place to plan 
the robberies.

Hopes of a tax rate for 1929 reduced 
below the present $1.70 figure vanished, 
according to comment in the District 
Building yesterday, when Brig. Gen. 
Herbert M. Lord, director of the budget, 
announced at the summer White House 
that the District’s budget, as presented 
to Congress, would be $39,500,000. 

The Commissioners sent to the Bu-

reau of the Budget estimates reaching 
a total of approximately $42,000,000. On 
the theory that they would be scaled 
down by the Bureau of the Budget, 
these estimates, the Commissioners cal- 
culated, would result in the same tax 
rate as for the current year, $1.70. 

Some of thd8e interested in the 
budget, however, hoped that the bureau 
would demand reduction to a level 
with that demanded last year which, 
if not increased by Congress, might 
permit reduction of the tax rate. 

Commentators yesterday, however, 
expressed the opinion that the 1929 tax 
rate may even be higher than $81.70, 
basing their prediction on the state- 
ment that Congress always appropriates 
more for District uses than the Budget 
Bureau recommends.

He declared that although his com 
| pany has a station at Fourteenth and 
|U streets northwest, his cabs are not 
allowed to park there. He cited several 
| cases where his drivers have been ar- 
rested for parking at other places than 
| designated hack stands, and under dats 
|of August B, the organization through 
its attornéy lodged formal complaint 
regarding the “discrimination” with the 
District Commissioners. 


Complains to Commission. 


Mr. Davis pointed out that sight- 
seeing cars are allowed to park all day 
in front of one Pennsylvania avenue 
restaurant. He asserted that inde- 
pendent cars are barred, although the 
Red Top cabs have a concession at the 
Occidental Hotel and the Black and 
White cabs have the privilege of park- 
ing before the Washington Hotel. 

A tentative plan of the independents 
to occupy hotel hack stands to test the 
legality of the concessions of the larger 
companies did not materialize yester- 
day. Mr. Davis stated this would not 
be done until the case in Police Court 
this morning was decided. 

The Diamond Cab Co. has also lodged 
@ complaint with the Federal Trade 
Commission against Fred A. Maltby and 
Clarence W. Maltby, who are adver- 
tising in the telephone directory under 
the names of Arcade Cab, Check Cab & 
| Transfer, Diamond Cab & Messenger 
| Service, Brown Cab, Red Auto Cab, and 
| White Cab & Transfer companies. The 
organization charges these men are de- 
ceiving the public in that they are 
operating only one taxicab and are the 
agents of the Black & White Co. The 
Diamond Cab Co. made application to 
the telephone comprny to list its name 
with the number Potomac 6200, but 
was refused by the company because 
of the similarity in names of the Malt- 
| by concern.
